denying the demands of the organization for a general increase in wages 
and for annual vacation of two weeks with pay. 

Throughout the negotations which led up to the present situation 
the Atlantic Coast Line has scrupulously complied both with the letter 
and the spirit of the law and with the orders of the Labor Board which , 
is the agency created and authorized by Congress for the settlement of 
disputes between the railronds and organizations of their employees..
